The hawk v s. dov e showdown 
ended a protracted and some­ 
times emotional debate on the 
war issue and the pace Nix on is 
setting in withdrawing Ameri­ 
can troops from Vietnam. 


Adv ocates of the amendment 
held little optimism of winning 
outright but had hoped to make 
the score closer than it was. 
They lost key v otes at the last 
hour. 
Two 
Republican 
“ dov es” — 
Sens. J ohn Sherman Cooper of 
Kentucky and Charles Percy of 
Illinois—announced 
opposition 
to the amendment on grounds it 
might 
undercut 
U.S. 
peace 
negotiation efforts. 
Tensely Waited Call 
When the tensely waited roll 
call came, only sev en Republi­ 


cans joined 32 Democrats in 
v oting for the proposal aimed 
at v irtually compelling Nix on to 
get all American forces out of 
Indochina by Dec. 31, 19 7 1. 


Voting to reject the proposal 
—as an amendment to a $19 .2 
billion 
Military 
Procurement 
Bill—were 21 Democrats and 34 
Republicans. 


The 
amendment 
had 
been 
ex pected to lose. 


Final debate began after the 
Senate conv ened at 8 a.m. EDT 
—the earliest meeting time in 


recent memory . In an emotion­ 
al 
appeal, 
Sen. 
George 
Mc­ 
Gov ern, D-S.D., co-sponsor of 
the 
amendment, 
blamed 
the 
Senate for letting the war go on 
and declared “ in one sense, this 
chamber 
literally 
reeks 
of 
blood.” 


In reply , Sen. J ohn Stennis, 
D-Miss., 
asserted 
that 
the 
amendment wx >uld “ take away 
the sy mbol of our nation—and 
that’s what the Chief Ex ecutiv e 
is, the sy mbol of our nation.” 
Supporters of the 
amendment 


had modified the language in 
hope of gaining support. 
The 
changes 
would 
hav e 
ex tended the withdrawal dead­ 
line from J une 30 to Dec. 31, 
19 7 1, and would hav e giv en the 
President an option of keeping 
troops 
in 
Vietnam 
for 
an 
additional period of up to 60 
day s bey ond Dec. 31 if he found 
them ex posed to “ unanticipated 
clear and present danger.” 
In such a situation, he also 
would hav e been empowered to 
ask Congress 
to 
set a new 
withdrawal date. 


Supporters 
of the proposal 
said it gav e Congress a chance 
to v ote to end the war as in 
effect 
they 
v oted 
for 
White 
House authority to wage the 
war with approv al of the Gulf 
of Tonkin resolution in August, 
19 64. 


Signal Of Defeat 


But 
Cooper 
and

signaled defeat of the amend­

National Education Association, 
compared to the problems con­ 
fronting the 
nation's starv ing 
educational sy stem. 


“ Many schools are in crisis, 
ev idenced 
by 
decay , 
neglect 
and 
continuing 
delerioriation,” 
say s the NEA in a resolution. 
And 
the 
crisis 
is 
becoming 
chronic as the federal gov ern­ 
ment takes a harder line in pro­ 
v iding additional funds for the 
nation’s schools. 
One of the problems, NEA be­ 
liev es, is the Indochina war. 
With sky rocketing defense costs 
straining the federal budget to 
the limit, there isn’t enough 
money left ov er for education 
and other social needs. 
“ Unless there is a reordering 
of priorities at the federal lev el! 
of 
gov ernment,” 
warns 
the 
NEA, the situation will become 
increasingly 
chaotic. 
Teacher 
strikes and school closings will, 
multiply . As needed programs 
— particularly those for t h e 
disadv antaged — are cut, there 
will be further disorders v fhich 
m ay “ erupt into rev olt against 
our traditional form of gov ern­ 
ment.” 
This y ear the federal gov ern­ 
ment will spend $82 billion for 
defense (up from $48.6 billion 
in 19 63) 
and an 
estimated $4.4 
billion for education. Federal, 
state, and local ex penditures for 
education will total some $38 
billion. 
Last y ear, the per capita cost 
of defense — the tab from each 
tax pay er’s pocket — was $39 9 , 
while only $26 of his federal 
tax bill went for education. Or 
to put It another way , out of 
ev ery $100 tax dollars paid to 
the federal gov ernment, about 
$4 goes for education; $66 for 
past, present, and possible fu­ 
ture wars; and the remaining 
$30 for all other federal func­ 
tions. 
Since 19 65, our annual outlay s 
for activ ities in Southeast Asia 
hav e climbed from $103 million 
to about $29 billion. And y et, 
the Administration reduced the 
request for education by more 
than two-thirds of the authoriza­ 
tion for fiscal y ear 19 7 1, asking 
only $3.8 billion of a proposed 
$13.3 billion. 
The $82 billion for defense is 
just about equal to all of the 
money spent throughout the na­ 
tion to build new homes, apart­ 
ments, 
factories, 
warehouses, 
s h o p p i n g centers, 
motels, 
schools, bridges and highway s. 
The cost of producing the F- 
111 plane, which, notes Oregon’s

y ears of testing continues to 
lose its wings,” was greater 
than last y ear’s entire budget 
of the Office of Education ($4 
billion). 


NEA figures indicate that the 
bill for the antiballistic missile 
sy stem ($12 billion) could pay 
for almost one-third of the basic 
cost of public education — the 
proportion the NEA believ es the 
federal gov ernment should pay . 
An aircraft carrier costing $640 
million could prov ide compensa­ 
tory education for two million 
children for one y ear (a pro 
gram Nix on cut sharply last 
y ear), and one atomic subma­ 
rine costing $158 million could 
buy a nutritious school lunch 
ev ery day for 1,416,111 children 
for one y ear. 


Further, one C-5A transport ($47 
million) 
could 
construct 
and 
staff 10 community colleges for 
one y ear, and a single F -lll 
fighter plane ($12 million) could 
pay 
for 1,333 
teacher 
corps 
members to serv e 30,000 ghetto, 
migrant or Indian children. 


Currently , the federal gov ern­ 
ment pay s only 6.6 per cent of 
total education costs while the 
states pay 41 per cent and local­ 
ities raise about 53 per cent. 
Last y ear to meet rising school 
costs and to offset a one per 
cent decline in federal support, 
the state and local gov ernments 
had to increase their shares by 
12.8 and 10.7 per cent, respec­ 
tiv ely . 


With school costs estimated 
by the Office of Education to 
rise to $42.4 billion by 19 7 6 
(from $32 billion in 19 66), the 
NEA warns that nothing short 
of massiv e federal assistance 
will work. 
Many of the nation’s educa­ 
tors, economists, and public fig­ 
ures are concerned about find­ 
ing a way out of the current 
muddle. As Senator Hatfield put 
it, “ We are unable to spend ad­ 
equate amounts for education 
when our national priorities are 
so 
heav ily 
committed 
(two- 
thirds of the $200 billion budget) 
for 
military 
ex penses.” 
“ We 
need to work for a change in 
the climate of public opinion,” 
he added, “ in order that we 
can reorient our spending prior­ 
ities to prov ide for a better 
quality of life for the American 
people.”

Big 3 Offers Auto Workers Richest Pact 


DETROIT

Big 
Three 
automakers

fered the United Auto Workers 


union a three-y ear contract that 
included the richest economic 
package in their history and 
which would cost the industry 
more than $2.5 billion in wage 
increases alone. 


The union had demanded a 
package for its 7 00,9 00 mem­ 
bers which would cost General 
Motors Corp., Ford Motor Co. 
and 
Chry sler 
more 
than 
$3 
billion. 


In their identical offers laid 
on the bargaining tables almost 
simultaneously , GM, Ford and 


Chry sler offered—an addition to 
a 7Vi per cent av erage pay 


increase—a $500-per-month pen­ 
sion for 30 y ears of serv ice and 
retirement at the age of 60. 


The companies proposed no 
change in the cost of liv ing 
formula, one of the three key

Ma cArthur Memo ria l 


The 25th anniv ersary of the Japanese 
surrender in World War IT was, quite 
properly, much observ ed around the na­ 
tion a few days ago. 
Little notice wiJI be taken of the 25th 
anniv ersary of an ev ent which was the 
sequel to the first and which was to prov e 
to be fully significant. 
August 14. 1945, marked the end of a 
war: Aug. 20. 1945. marked the begin­ 
ning of the building of a peace. It was on 
the latter day that Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur landed at Atsugi air base near 
Tokyo. 
To this one man was handed a war- 
dev asted nation of 90 millions to do with 
v irtually as he wished. Probably no man 
in history ev er wielded such absolute 
power ov er so many human beings. Cer­ 
tainly no man ev er exercised such power 
so wisely. 
Helped by the peculiar psychology of 
the Japanese, who accepted conquest as 
resolutely as they had attempted to con­ 
quer others—MacArthur imposed sweep­ 
ing reforms which rev olutionized Japa­ 
nese life. 
He instituted a land reform program. 
r» ne of the most successful ev er under­ 
taken. liberating peasants from their ru­ 
ral landlords and giv ing them their own 
property. 
He transformed Japan’s ancient, div ine 
emperor into a constitutional monarch 
and. for the first time, a human being. 


He presented .Japan with a written 
constitution which gav e her a parliament- 
cabinet gov ernment patterned on Euro­ 
pean lines and established in law an ar­ 
ray of civ il libertries that went beyond 
ev en the U.S. Bill of Rights. 


For instance, Japanese women were 
giv en legal equality; the right of unions 
was affirmed; the right of teachers to 
v oice their opinions was recognized, and 
war was banned except in self-defense. 


Japan todav . with one of the smallest 
defense budgets in the world, is the third 
largest nation and is out-Yankeeing the 
Yankees in many global markets. 


MacArthur cannot be credited with 
this prosperity, of course. The energetic 
Japanese had something to do w ith it. 


The best memorial to MacArthur — 
and to the nation which produced him — 
lies in the fact that Japan has nev er 
amended his constitution. Vs UPI corre­ 
spondent Robert Crabbe notes, Japan re 
mains one of the few countries in the 
world whose basic law s were largely 
w ritten by foreigners. 


Many Americans took the 25th anni­ 
v ersary of the surrender as an occasion 
to v oice repentance ov er our dropping 
nf the atom bomb on Japan. 
R confession is good for the soul, we 
ought to remind the world of what we 
did after the bomb.

In other business, the delegates rep­ 
resenting the 200,000-teacher-strong AFT 
recommended that, a LI locals seek through 
collectiv e bargaining to establish a teach­ 
ing load of no more than 20 children to a 
classroom and restrict classroom hours 
to no more than 20 per week. 
If the student “ Bill of Rights’* goes 
into effect, the AFT could get more than 
it plans to bargain for. 
With the kids busy publishing and dis­ 
tributing literature, parading with picket 
signs, promoting v arious organizations 
and petitioning sundry agencies, class­ 
room 
students 
and classroom 
hours 
might well ev entually approach zero. 
It’s a pity that while it was about it, 
tiie AFT did not see fit to append one 
more freedom to the list — the freedom 
of ev ery student to pursue his education 
without being organized, politicized and 
radicalized by his classmates. 


Nix o n’s Full Pla n 


On Co rn Blig ht 


The v irulent corn blight that is dev as­ 
tating Midwest crops, 
headache and 
heartache as it ts to farmers — and, 
ev entually, to housewiv es in terms of 
higher food prices — at least prov ides a 
useful lesson in ecology to an ecology- 
minded nation. 
What has happened is that a mutant 
or v ariant of a well-known fungus, “hel- 
minthosporium maydis,” has suddenly 
appeared, and Farm er Jones' corn, de­ 
v eloped for its resistance to the ordinary 
form of the fungus, is sickening and 
dying. 
There has been corn blight as long as 
there has been corn. But in this country, 
the balance was tipped in fav or of com 


thanks to scientists who constantly de­ 
v eloped more resistant hybrids of the 
plant. Bettor seeds, better fertilizers, bet­ 
ter pesticides and better farming meth­ 
ods hav e made corn our No. I agricul­ 
tural product. 
This was not. •'tampering" with nature 
but exploiding nature’s own rulebook en­ 
titled Ev olution. Unfortunately, the blight 
follows the same rules and has caught 
up. temporarily. 
Seed producers are hopeful that ade­ 
quate supplies of new seed, resistant to 
the new' fungus, will be av ailable in time 
for next year’s planting. 
Then the blight will hav e to go back 
to the lab.

The term 
is self-explanatory, but the 
shopkeepers take no chances. 
Ov er doorways and on piate 
glass windows, 
the famous

is 
broadly 
embla­ 
zoned. Ev ery shop stocks the 
sam e goods —- display racks 
of 
“pornography 
in 
color” 
magazines, pornographic nov ­ 
els in English. German or 
Danish, and glass cases of 
sexual aids. What the cov ers 
of these magazines portray, 
in sharply edged photography, 
cannot be described in a fam­ 
ily newspaper. 
BUT IT DOES MAKE the 
“ feelthv peectures” that are 
peddled 
outside 
of 
Notre 
Dame in Paris look like an 
old 
maid’s 
primer. 
What 
makes them ev en more horri­ 
fying is that the models for 
these posed shots 
are 
not 
beat-up prostitutes and male 
degenerates. They are rela­ 
tiv ely young people, many of 
them married, who hold re­ 
spectable 
jobs 
and 
accept 
these assignments as a form 
of moonlighting. The Danes 
hav e accepted this without 
any v isible qualms. Total li­ 
cense has become a part of 
ev eryday life, and the cab 
driv ers who pick you up on 
the porno streeets don’t ev en 
joke about it. 


“ THE PEOPLE WHO liv e 
here go once or twice to the 
porno stores,” a cab driv er 
told me. “ It gets boring after 
that.. But the tourists like it. 
They’re in Copenhagen for a 
day or two, and that’s a big 
thrill for them. If they had 
those shops at home, I wonder 
if they’d bother to return.” 
Howev er, the shops are only 
a beginning. A tourist, if he 
wants to take a chance with 
Customs, can also purchase 


8-millimeter films. And he can 
attend one of the liv e shows. 


THE 
DANES HAVE 
AD- 
DED a new wrinkle to the 
liv e show — audience partici­ 
pation. The tourist “joins” a 
club at a cost of about $20. 
As a member, he watches a 
performance that must differ 
little from what the Romans 
saw and did in the period of 
their degeneracy. But then, 
one or two sheep-like tourists 
are dragged up to the stage 
to join the festiv ities. The 
whole thing is more ridiculous 
than sordid. 
WHAT BECOMES OF ALL 
the priv ate emotions and pri­ 
v ate sensations when they are 
exhibited in full v iew? Total 
license has ev en remov ed that 
sense of naughtiness, of sin, 
which this kind of display en­ 
genders in countries where 
the liv e show is illegal. It is 
all a routine, and a sad one 
at that. An im portant aspect 
of life is debased, and for 
what? 
THERE IS TALK that Nor­ 
way will take the lid off. too. 
that ¡'taid Oslo will compete 
for the tourist buck by per­ 
mitting the same kind of ac­ 
tiv ity. And somewhere, some­ 
time, an American entrepre­ 
neur will probably decide to 
ri>k prosecution by duplicat­ 
ing this in New York or some 
other big city in the United 
States. The case will go to 
the Supreme Court. Giv en the 
present legal and social cli­ 
mate. the chances are that 
the nine men will rule in its 
fav or. They will hav e to do 
so, if they follow’ the logic 
of the decision handed down 
by the Warren Court. 


THEN 42ND STREET will 
hav e its ow n porno shops, and 
the side streets off Broadway 
will feature, the liv e shows. 
A 
few’ 
people 
will 
make 
money. But something will be 
lost. The curtain will be lifted 
from the last com er of pri­ 
v acy in our muddled contem­ 
porary life. But it will, of 
course, be “ progress."

URBANA — The University 
of Illinois and the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Ag riculture today an­ 
nounced the release of two in- 
bred corn lines to commercial 
plant breeders and seedsmen. 
The inbred lines are not for 
commercial 
farm er use, 
and 
only a limited amount of seed 
is available. It will be released 
in October in time for winter 
planting in areas with suitable 
climates. 
The two inbreds have C and 
S cy toplasm for male sterility , 
say s A. L. Hooker, U. of I pro­ 
fessor of plant patholog y and 
g enetics, Departments of Plant 
Patholog y and Ag ronomy . The 
lines offer resistance to the new 
race T of southern com leaf 
blig ht that has rapidly spread 
throug hout *he Corn Belt. 
The inbreds offer an alterna­ 
tive to T cy toplasm — a form 
found to be susceptible to the 
new' race this y ear — in the 
production of hy brid corn. 
Hooker ex plains that the in­ 
breds, when used to produce 
commercial hy brids, will incor­ 
porate 
cy toplasmic 
resistance 
into the hy brids farmers buy . 
He say s that in U. of T tests. 


inbred seedling s 
have consis­ 
tently shown resistance to the 
new race. And planting s on the 
U. of 1. research plots likewise 
show’ no sy mptoms of the new 
race 
of 
southern 
corn 
leaf 
blig ht. 


The orig inal seed supply w as 
from a collection developed by 
Dr. Jack B. Beckett, formerly 
at the U. of I. with the USDA 
Ag ricultural 
Research Service 
Crop Research Division. Beck­ 
ett, now at the University of 
Missouri, developed the collec­ 
tion as part of his studies on 
various forms of cy toplasmic 
male sterility . The seed supplies 
have been in cold storag e since 
Beckett left the U. of T. in 19 6 2. 


Hooker's research team bor­ 
rowed representative samples of 
the collection and recog nized 
their cy toplasmic resistance to 
a new race of the southern com 
leaf blig ht org anism they identi­ 
fied. 


The research team 
Hooker 
heads consists of D. 
R. Smith, 
assistant plant patholog ist: S. 
M. Lim. research associate in 
plant patholog y ; and Merle D. 
Musson, crop testing technician.

Fo liar-Applied 
Nutrients Are 
Being Studied 


University of Illinois ag rono 
mists are study ing the possibili­ 
ties of foliar-applied nitrog en 
and phosphorus on com and 
soy beans. 
They started the study in 196 8 
to find 
answers to these q ues­ 
tions: 
—Will foliar-applied nutrients 
increase y ields when the soil 
nutrient level is hig h? 
—Can nutrients be foliar ap­ 
plied when crop or weather co • 
ditions do not perm it soil appli­ 
cations? 
Now is their third y ear of re­ 
search, ag ronomists have found 
that corn y ields increase if nut­ 
rients are foliar-applied w h^| 
soil levels of nitrog en and phos- 
porus are low. 
However, when soil levels are 
hig h, ag ronomists report no in­ 
crease in y ields. And when the 
ag ronomists increased the rate 
of application, 
the 
com plants 
were 
damag ed 
and 
y ields 
dropped. Soy bean y ields did not 
respond positively to foliar-ap­ 
plied nutrients in either the hig h 
or low soil level conditions. 
These are a few of the facts 
that U. of I. ag ronomists will 
report at Ag ronomy Day , Sept. 
10, at the U. of I. 
Ag ronomy 
South Farm , Urbana.

You m ay be planting y our 
com from the air in a few 
y ears, according to our Univer­ 
sity of Illinois Ex tension Ag ron­ 
omist Les Boone. It’s called ae­ 
rial 
seeding . 
According 
to 
Boone, the process is still in 
the ex perimental stag e. 
He say s the idea developed 
from the aerial application of 
pesticides. Aerial seeding is im­ 
portant because of the reduced 
planting time req uired. 
Boone indicates the tillag e op­ 
eration must still be handled 
on the g round . . . It’s very 
important the seed be incorpo­ 
rated into the soil to establish 
a g ood stand He points out one 
problem with aerial seeding is 
harvesting . However, if aerial 
seeding works, machinery will 
have to be developed to effi­ 
ciently harvest the corn. 
Boone say s the costs between 
g round and aerial seeding are 
not far apart. 
Open cows cost y ou money . 
For g reatest breeding efficien­ 
cy , wait at least 6 0 day s after 
calving to have y our cows bred. 
About 6 5 to 70 per cent of them 
will settle on the first service. 
The rest will show estrus, or 
heat, about 21 day s after breed­ 
ing , but may vary ' from 18 to 
24 day s. Have y our veterinarian 
ex amine any cow which has 
been fresh about 80 day s with­ 
out indicating heat. Your veteri­ 
narian should also ex amine any 
cows that do not conceive from 
the first three services.
